Kerry Cattle Stand High as Beef | 


Producers 

A breed of dairy cows little known 
in this country, but always seen at 
Knglish stock shows is the Kerry, So 
small is their size, compared with the 
ordinury breed, that they have been 
called Lvest pocket” cows. One of the 
most famous Kerry show bulls, Busa- 
co, Measured put 34 inches in height 
at the withers when two years old. 
His length from withers to tail 
Was US inches and his heart girth

From time immemorial the Kerry} 
has been bred in Trelind, where it is

They torget to take into 
account the fact that when they buy 
one of two articles co-operatively they 
buy for cash taking just so much busi- 
ness away from the local merchant 
and forcing him to carry them for an 
equal amount. 

While this is going on the local mer- 
chant cuts down on orders, tells the 
traveling man that co-operative buy- 
ing is cutting down his trade and 
making it a credit business; that now 
the farmers will let apples rot in the 
fields if they can not sell direct; that 
the corn coming to the grain dealer is 
soft and the eggs delivered to his 
@tore are rotten. The jocal dealer can 
not sell cooperatively because the

Annual Report Contains 152 Pages of 
Information 

Of more than ordinary interest to 
dairymen is the venth annual re- 
port of the milking records of pure- 
bred dairy cattle, just sued by the 
federa] department of agciculture. 

Nine years ago the livestock branch 
of the federal department of agricul- 
ture, in co-operation with certain re- 
cord associations representing breeds 
of dairy cattle, begun to record the 
performance of pure-bred milking 
cows. Hach record i roed 
upon a standard of  yie for cows 
for its respective breed to qualify for 
registration, while t 
missioner formulated re ations un- 
der which the tests were to be carried 
out. At the end of each year a re- 
port has been issued co ining a list 
of the animals it qnaltitied for reg- 
istration during the year, together 
with their breed, age, ownership, milk- 
ing period, production of milk and fat, 
and such other information as 
reasonably be looked for in an official 
report. ;

Whenever and wherever the Brit- 
ish and German navies have met, gun 
for gun, as ip the battle of the lalk- 
land Islands, the British have won, 
and So at the close of a year or war- 
fare, the ships of the Germany navy 
outside of those in sanctuary at Kiel, 
have been swept from the seas, and 
Britannia still rules the wav 

Because of this British domination 
of the sea, Germany, through its 
acents and propagandists in America, 
has sought by appealing to sectional

Be Ready This Fall 

By October 1 Russia hopes to have 
a double track railway in operation 
leading direct from Petrograd through 
Petrozavodsk to Kola and the Arctie 
Ocean. This new line will parallel th 
present single track road, which coz, 
nects Archangel with Vologda, but 
will lie more than two hundred miles 
to the westward. What is more im- 
portant is the fact that on the com- 
pletion of the new road Russia will 
have an all-year-round open connec: 
tion with he western seas, and this 
open communication will be maintain- 
ed through Ekaterina, at the head of 
the Gulf of Kola. 

The distance between Kola and Eh- 
auterina is about thirty-five miles. In 
the winter time the ice prevents ves- 
sels approaching Kola closer than ten 
aud a half miles, In the harbor of 
katerina ice is seldom seen except 
for a short period around the lase ct 
}Cbruary or early in Marc'i, and thon 
only during winters of unusual sever- 
ity. 

Ikaterina enjoys the advantage of 
being near to the Guif Stream. It is 
expected that with the inauguration 
of the new service communication can 
}be had petween Ekaterina and Petro- 
}grad in twenty-four hours’ time.

The real work will be done during 
the winter, whén, through the district 
representatives of the department of 
agriculture and others, the coloniza- 
tion department will be kept informed 
of those farmers who are thinking of 
moving into new fields.

Care and Abuse of 


Farm Machinery 


Recent investigations by the Con 
servation Commission reveal some 
very interesting facts regarding the ef. 
fect of care, or neglect, as the case 
may be, upon the life of machinery on 
the farm. Between go and gs farms, 
divided into three districts, were 
visited in each of the provinces of 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. 

In Saskatchewan, out of 94 farmers 
visited hy the Commission’s repre 
sentative, 76 leave all of their imple- 
ments out of doors. On 73 of the 
farms, there were no implement sheds 
of any description, On 2t of the 
farms, sheds large enough to cover a 
part of the implements were found, in 
most cases this being only a buggy or 
ademocrat, but not on one single 
farm was the machinery all housed. 
Not one farmer was found who paint 
ed his implements to protect them 
from the weather. 

In Manitoba only 14 out of 94 keep 
their machinery under cover during 
winter, while 44 claim to keep a part 
of itinside. On 34 of the Manitoba 
farms no provision whatever is made 
for protecting implements, and only 
four claim to have done any painting, 

In the three districts visited-in Al- 
berta, mixed farming is carried on 
quite extensively, making more barn 
toom available, sothat implements are 
more likely to be protected, but even 
here 37 out of the g#visited leave all 
machinery out of doors.. 


In one district in Ontario where 40 
farmers were visited every man housed 
his implements duting winter, al- 
though none of these do any painting, 

Ih the Ontario district visted where 
the implements are housed, the aver- 
age life of the binder was found to he 
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between 16 and 17 years. Many hind- 
ers were seen which were in good run- 
ning order after cutting 20 seasons’ 
crops. 

In Saskatchewan and Manitoba, 
where so much of the machinery is 
left out of doors, the average life of 
the binder is given by the farmers as 
about 7 years, which is less than half 
that of the binder protected from the 
weather. Many binders do not lust 
as long as seven years. 
near Monsomin, Sask., who, after 12

years, was retiring from the farm, held 
an auction sale 
ting 12 crops sold for $80, or 50%, -of 
the original 


His binder after cut- 
cost, and* his other 
tnachinery at propurtionately high 
prices. It had all been well housed 
and the necessary painting and repair. 
ing had been done to keep it in good 
order On a neighboring farm a 
binder which had cut only three crops, 
but which had been neglected and 
had stood out of dooss was beeing re- 
legated to the scrap heap and a new 
one was heing purchased. 

Au implement shed costs money, 
but if its use will double or treble the 
length of time the machinery will last, 
it isa good investment. Farmers of- 
ten say that they can not afford to 
luild a shed. The truth is, they 
really can not afford to he without one, 
Apart from the additional power ne 
cessary for operation, the depreciation 
on unhoused machinery on the average 
sized farm is so great as to amount to 
much more than the cost and upkeep 
ofan implement shed. The binder 
works tor only a short time during the 
year, while machinery ina shop works 
the whole year through and lasts pro- 
portio iately many times longer. It is 
The life of a 


machine extends in direct ratio to the 


simp!y a matter of care. 


care it receives, and abuse and neglect 
will shorten the life of any mechanism 
The manufacturer is not responsible 
forthe care of the machinery after it 


is so'd. ‘his rests entirely with the 


farmeryand as a common sense busi- 
ness proposition he should look after 
his own interests sufficiently !o house 


his imp'ements and thus save the 


thousands ofdollars wasted annually 


in unnecess«ry depreciation.
